MONEY ON BONDS 


Sum of $12,000,000 Collected 
from Road Securities Last 
Month. 
— t 
Father Penn has 
received all of 
the money realized by the sale 
of 
the $12,000,000 
road 
honda 
made 
last month and constituting the first 
offering of Pennsylvania 
State se­ 
curities in a generation 
and 
in 
a 
short time the bonds will be in the 
hands of the buyers. 
The State got 
a premium of almost $420,000 on the 
P$12,000,000 of bonds and when this 
month began received drafts for the 
whole sum, although ave txxnds had 
not even been printed. Steps are now 
being taken to ruih the completion of 
the work and meanwhile the buyers of 
the bonds are getting interest through 
certificates issued by State Treasurer 
H. M. Kephart. The interest began 
on July I when the State had the 
money in hand 
and much of it will 
he spent in the next 
few months 
to meet hills presented by contract­ 
ors for road construction. The $12,* 
000,000 constituted the largest single 
sum to reach the hands of Mr. Kep­ 
hart since he became (the 
custodian 
of the strong box of the 
Common­ 
wealth . There have been payments of 
a couple of millions of dollars by big 
corporations for taxes and occasional­ 
ly at the clone 
of a fiscal year or 
period of payment 
of $3,000,000 or 
even $5,000,000 has had to be handled, 
but $12,000,000 is aa unprecedented to 
the people now handling Pennsylva­ 
nia's cash at the Capitol as ie a bond 
sale.

18—A new hunger 
disease is reported among the 
chil­ 
dren of some of the remote districts of 
Czechoslovakia. 
It is 
a form of 
“h.unger oedema”, and appears to be 
due primarily to the presence of too 
much water in the body, owing to J 
starvation. 
Its presence is reported 
from several districts by the Ameri­ 
can women workers who have gone out 
to organize relief work for the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross. One of these reports, 
received to-day, says: 
“Great care must be taken that the 
food gets to the children themselves 
arx! not to their parents. It seems al­ 
most unbelievable, but the parents are 
frequently accused of being th© worst 
enemies of their own children in re­ 
spect to food, ami in one town we were 
told there was no mother-1©ve left. 
“Moat of the children are suffering 
from this strange 
‘hunger 
oedema’ 
and there is also a tremendous 
in­ 
crease in tuberculosis and other dis­ 
closes which one recognizes instantly 
as due to malnutrition.”

APPROPRIATIONS 


Bill Carried $44,500,000 for Next 
Two Years. More than Mil­ 
lion Sliced off.

Governor William C. Sproul has 
cut $1,007,436.68 
from the 
general 
appropriation bill of 1919 carrying the 
funds for the operation of the State 
governm ent, 
interest 
and ainking 
fund for th e road bonds and other ex­ 
penses fo r the two years commenc­ 
ing June I. The bill as it reached the 
Governor carried over $44,500,000. 
The Governor’s reductions are the 
greatest 
ever made 
in this piece of 
biennial legislation. The Departm ent 
of Public Grounds and Buildings was 
cut $163,440, Labor and Industry and 
Public Instruction each over $116,000 
and various other 
departm ents 
re­ 
duced. 
The reductions indicate 
the veto 
of the S tate Salary Board, State Board 
of Censor 
Inspectors, 
mine inspec­ 
to rs’ salary, factory inspectors’ sal­ 
ary increase and other bills. 
The reductions were 
certified by 
the Governor to the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth 
and the 
official offi­ 
cers Thursday 
and the paym ent of 
salaries and various expenses will be 
made at once. 
The $24,000 
item in the 
genera! 
appropriation bill to cover the tra v ­ 
eling and incidental 
expenses of the 
Governor, the maintenance of the E x­ 
ecutive 
Mansion, 
entertainm ent 
of 
official guests and the upkeep of an 
automobile h rs been reduced to *20,- 
090, the figure at which it was during 
1917 and 1918, by Governor William 
C. Sproul in his action on the big bill. 
During the Brumbaugh 
adm inistra­ 
tion the Philadelphia Governor found 
this fund 
a very 
convenient 
thing 
against which to draw for paym ent of 
bills of m any 
kinds and 
when he 
went out of office he had made a dent 
in the share intended 
to cover ex­ 
penses of the Governor and the Man­ 
sion between January and June. This 
led to the fixing of the allowance at 
$24,000, which some considered about 
all th at a Governor would need, 
the 
Brumbaugh expenditures being /taken 
as the peak of the load, so to speak. 
The Governor 
also cut 
down the 
$50,360 item for clerk hire in his de­ 
partm ent to $45,000. The Brumbaugh 
adm inistration found 
it hard to get 
along on $37,500, and had to “borrow” 
stenographers occasionally. He slash­ 
ed some of the departm ents heavily, 
one of the places where he cut being 
the Auditor General, who loses $50,- 
000 for employment of extra clerks. 
The school reductions 
do not 
cut 
down the $18,000,000 school fund.
